Los Angeles and San Francisco determine through 
‘sources any additional details concerning possible book by 
Hakim Jamal, Obtain copy of same and furnish to Bureau 
with comments and any recommendations from investigative and 
counterintelligence standpoints, From counterintelligence 
aspect receipt of same prior to publication may be of great 
value. Specifically target your informants consistent with 
security to obtain copies of same which may be available 
at their BPP offices, Los Angeles note that Raymond Hewitt 
indicated it was possible he might get copy of it. 


Los Angeles ascertain details of book reportedly 
being authored by subject's "former old man," and handle 
in same manner as outlined above concerning Jamal's book. 


Los Angeles and San Francisco ascertain from 
informants channel of communication utilized by subject to 
Hewitt and BPP headquarters. Los Angeles specifically target 
informant to obtain copy of subject's letter to Hewitt the 
security of which concerns her. With respect to channel of 
communication, Los Angeles restudy original source of infor» 
mation in conversation between subject and Shirley Hewitt as 
contained on page 10 of enclosure in an attempt to furnish 
any information or suggestion as tc means of conveying 
instructions. If practical, consider request of FBI Laboratory 
to assist from possible reproduction standpoint by forwarding 
tape. Furnish Bureau recheck results of original source 
information,

is handled in accordance with existing instructions.

Furnish Bureau 
immediately any information developed in this respect.

Jgean Seberg is described by the 1970 edition of 
the International Motion Picture Almanac as being a movie 
actress, born in Marsha itown; Iowa, November 13, 1938. 


On August 19, 1970, a confidential source who has 
rurndanea reliable information in the past, advised that 
Seberg has been in contact with Shirley Hewitt, wife of

a baby in October whose father is a black activist in California. 
Raymond "Masai" Hewitt has been publicly identified as 
Minister of Education ft the Black Panther Party (BPP), 
_ National Headquarters, Oakland, , California. 

Seberg indicated she liga nat aiecea a prominent 
establishment lawyer in New York to institute legal action for 
defamation against "Newsweek". "Newsweek" is an internationally 
distributed weekly magazine.

Leo P. Larkin, Jr., off the law firm of Royal, 
Koegel and Rogers advised on October 20, 1970, that his firm 
represents "Newsweek" Magazine in all law matters. 


Larkin advised that he had heard rumors that 
Romain Gary, the husband of Jean Seberg, was planning 
to sue "Newsweek" but to date, no formal suit has been 
filed with his office. Larkin stated that the alleged

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 
Also known As ‘ 
Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 


According to the official newspaper of the Black 
Panther Party. (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 
1966, in GCakland, California, to organize black people so 
they can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P, NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 


The. of ficial newspaper, called “The Black Panther," 


regularly states that the BPP advocates the use cf guns ana 


guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 


ef the black people. Residents of the black community are 


urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 


referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 


The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MURRAY. This article ended with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping is revolitionary culture. Change. 
_Freedom everywhere, Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. 
Kill the pigs everywhere." 2 +. . 


The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: ‘We will 


not dissent from American goverfment. We will overthrow it." 


A DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo va on November 15, 1969, said 
"We will kill Richard Nixon. 


DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1869, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force 
and violence."
